 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 18 

MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows: 19

 (c) (1) When property is transferred subject to a mortgage or deed of 22 

trust, the recordation tax does not apply to the principal amount of debt assumed by 23 

the transferee, if the instrument of writing transfers the property from the transferor 24 

to a: 25 
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   (i) spouse or former spouse; 1 

 

   (ii) son, daughter, stepson, or stepdaughter; 2 

 

   (iii) parent or stepparent; 3 

 

   (iv) son–in–law, daughter–in–law, stepson–in–law, or 4 

stepdaughter–in–law; 5 

 

   (v) parent–in–law or stepparent–in–law; 6 

 

   (vi) brother, sister, stepbrother, or stepsister; 7 

 

   (vii) grandchild or stepgrandchild; [or] 8 

 

   (viii) GRANDPARENT OR STEPGRANDPARENT; OR 9 

 

   (IX) domestic partner or former domestic partner. 10 

 
  (2) (i) To qualify as a domestic partner under this subsection, an 11 

individual shall submit evidence of a domestic partnership. 12 

 

   (ii) To qualify as a former domestic partner under this 13 

subsection, an individual shall submit evidence of dissolution of a domestic 14 

partnership. 15 

 

  (3) The exemption under paragraph (1) of this subsection for transfers 16 

to a domestic partner or former domestic partner of the transferor applies only to an 17 

instrument of writing for residential property. 18

 (a) An instrument of writing is not subject to transfer tax to the same extent 20 

that it is not subject to recordation tax under: 21
